Two rare volumes of history, 
“The Patriotism of Illinois’’ by T. 
M. Eddy, were presented to Dr. 
Joseph Harker, while he was visit­ 
ing in Los Angeles, by AVilliam 
Lane of that city. 
The volumes 
deal with the history of the Civil 
War, and the military history of 
the state of Illinois during the 
war. 
Of local interest la the ac­ 
count recorded in the history, of 
the Interview between Colonel J. 
F. Jaquess, president of the Wo­ 
man’s college between the years 
1848-1855, and Jefferson Davis, 
President of 
the 
Confederacy, 
Their conference concerned the 
waif and the possibility of settle­ 
ment between the North and the 
South. 
These two volumes have been 
placed in the college library, to 
which the public of Jacksonville 
has access.

Washington, D. C., in 1899, he 
had charge successively of the 
states of Virginia, 
New 
Jersey, 
Maryland, Delaware and Eastern 
Pennsylvania, cerning to the head 
office at Detroit as General Dep­ 
uty In 1916. 
In 1911 
he 
was 
elected Supreme Picket, In 1915 
Supreme Chaplain and 1919 Su­ 
preme 
Lieutenant 
Commander 
He Is a thirty-second degree Ma 
son, and a member of the Odd 
Fellows and Knights of Pythias. 
A native of Aroostook County, 
Maine, Mr. Frye’s parents were 
among the early settlers there, 
and he has traveled all over the 
world, spending three years in 
the diamond 
fields 
of 
South 
Africa and lesser periods In Aus­ 
tralia and different parts of Eu­ 
rope and Asia. 
He served in the 
Spanish American war, wag one 
of the original organizers of the 
Spanish American War Veterans, 
and is a member of the Army and 
Navy Union. 
Mr. Frye is a thorough lodge 
man, and during his quarter of a 
century with The Maccabeea has 
been an active advocate of pro­ 
gressive policies’ and sound busi­ 
ness management.
